Financial Problems aa They Are 


Viewed 
by 
a 


Republican. 


Editor Tribune: Sir: 
I am one of. 


those who believe that much of what la 
written upon the money question just 
now Is not conceived in a spirit of sen- 
sible logic, nor. in many quarters, la 
the discussion carried on with, that re- 
gard for individual convictions and ar- 
Ktiments necessary to a fair study and 
appreciation of the money problem. On 
the contrary, the spirit of the go-as- 
you-please debate by newspapers and 
politician!), is one of tneologlcal rancor 
as ridiculous as it Is subversive of the 
simple facts, of. the currency problem. 
Indeed so warm and wild boa the dis- 
cussion—It discussion it may be eajle* 
—grown that a low politicians and 
many newspapers have elevated tho 
money question to the dignity of a 
leading issue of the forthcoming cant- 
pa.lg;n. completely Ignoring the rela- 
tively graver ^ue of protection ta 
home Industries. 


I must confess as a good Republi- 


can that our own orators and •writ- 
era have sinned seriously in this mat- 
ter, though not so culpably perhaps aa 
the silver .wing of the Democratic. We 
have been told for instance that silver • 
under no condition can be made a sin- 
gle standard. I claim this la not a falc 
interpretation of the spirit of the Re- 
publican platform. It Is neither denied 
nor affirmed by Intelligent opponents ot 
the double standard that silver cannot 
be prudently made a single s'tandard. 
In tact many a sfood Republican (and I 
am one of them) think that the truest 
solution of the money question -would 
be W demonetize gold1 aud monetize 
silver unlvesally, rather than con-' 
tlnue a system which is alleged to en- 
hance the wetprht of indebtedneos and 
taxation at the expense of the pro- 
ducing- classes In every country wlier* 
tho principal and interest of indebted- 
ness it payable In gold. But be It re- 
membered that no change of currency, 
•will affect the deep economical difficul- 
ties involved In all questions relating; 
to gold as currency, aa a standard oC 
value, or as payment for Indebtedness 
I consider these difficulties due. to the 
capitalist system, of production and 
the national debt which has accom- 
panied and assisted its growth. 
Without disparaging or expressly de- 
nying that a silver standard might be 
the true solution ot the ten ye.ixs -war 
on finance, the Republican party skn- 
piy declares that a double standard Is 
Impracticable, and there-fore impossi- 
ble. It has been tried and tound -wantr 
ln« by continental nations. The South 
American 
Republics Illustrate 
the 
failure capitally. 
On this very point an Impartial writ- 
er on the money question—who favor* 
a single silver standard say a: 
"Everybodv," who known anything at 
all about tile subject must be well 
aware that no international agreement 
of any sort will make gold bullion, 
which It woulj coat eay a thousand 
days average labor to reproduce ex- 
change on the nwwket of the -world on 
an equality with silver bullion which 
it would take but seven hundred and 
fifty Jaya' 
average 
labor 
to re- 
produce. 
As 
well 
wight 
an 
enactment be made that ten yards 
of cotton should be always equal to 
ton yard ot the finest Brussels lace alt 
the world over. Neither is It possible," 
he continues .and he is a silver man of 
the more sensible sort, "to have two 
standards of value in the name country. 
Gold and silver beinjr practically the? 
only two precious metaln. one or th* 
other uncoined must be a commodity; 
in relation to lu> fellow, both, of course* 
owing their value to the fact thal'they 
arc socially useful and that it requires 
human laaor to produce them. When 
so produced they represent a concrete 
embodiment of social human labor in 
which other embodiments of social 
human labor are estimated or priced. 
But. 
Inasmuch as they vary !n valu* 
with reference to one another In propor- 
tion to their cost o* production (or fluc- 
tuate with the supply at any given mo- 
ment), they ^ cannot both be general 
standards of value at the same time. 
"What the distinguished author ot 
tha "Bankruptcy of India" says above 
has teen aaid at one time or another 
by every economist who has ever 
•written on the subject. 
The Issue then is protection to horn* 
industries—not the double standard;
